Alberta’s hunting grounds are 
easy of access, entirely free from 
snakes and other dangerous pests 
and seldom beset with wet days. 
For the hunter with rifle or cam¬ 
era, Grizzly, Black and Brown 
Bear (with an accasional Cinna¬ 
mon), Woodland Caribou, White 
Tail and Mule Deer as well as 
Wapiti elk), Antelope, Rocky 
Mountain Sheep, Goat, Cougars, 
the Timber Wolf and Coyote 
abound in their favorite habitat— 
all well known to guides and out¬ 
fitters who equip hunting parties. 


Northern Alberta waters are the 
breeding ground for more than 
half the North American conti¬ 
nent’s population of migratory 
water fowl. The last census indi¬ 
cates that more than 16,000,000 
ducks and geese nested in the vast 
water reaches of this province. 
These birds, flying southward in 
the Autumn, feed in the grain 
fields and wise hunters come to 
meet them before they become gun 
shy. The Coronation district has 
become so popular for its Canada 
goose hunting that the town has 
erected a fine auto camp for the 
accommodation of visiting hunters. 


F OR nearly half a century wild 
life of the Rockies and adja¬ 
cent areas has been protected 
in our National Parks. These parks 
constitute a nursery from which 
the game constantly overflows into 
the forests outside the parks where 
the hunter may hunt during the 
open season. The policy of protec¬ 
tion in the parks and the regula¬ 
tion of closed seasons on various 
species from time to time ensure 
a constant supply of all kinds of 
game native to the Northwest. For 
instance, elk have increased to 
such numbers that the area avail¬ 
able for hunting this majestic 
member of the deer family will, it 
is anticipated, soon be largely in¬ 
creased. Last year more than 1,000 
animals migrated from the Banff 
Park alone and, once scattered, 
they never return. 




Pioneering Over the Jasper Highway 

Private Effort started it—The Provincial Government is making it a First Class 
Tourist Highway 


A complete book might be written 
concerning the circumstances which 
brought the Edmonton Jasper High¬ 
way into being. It is a story of public 
enterprise and initiative combined 
with the co-operation of the various 
Alberta Governments of the past 20 
or more years. 

In 1917, the first mention was made 
of a road between Edmonton and 
Jasper Park. At that time a mud road 
extended only as far as Evansburg— 
60 miles west of Edmonton and often 
took days to cover. The Edmonton 
Journal sent representatives over the 
projected route, travelling where pos¬ 
sible over the various cow tracks 
available, and using the railway over 
the many gaps. 

In 1923, the people of Edson sug¬ 
gested that parts of the abandoned 
grade of the old G.T.P. railway might 
be used as part of the road to be, and 
with true western energy, without 
waiting for Government action, pro¬ 
ceeded to act. They raised a little 
money with the co-operation of the Ed¬ 
monton Auto and Good Roads Ass’n 
and pulled some ten miles of old ties 
off the railway grade, and converted 
it into a “road”. 

The next year, the Edmonton Auto 
and Good Roads Ass’n cruised out the 


gap existing between Edson and the 
park boundary, and raised $5,000 by 
public subscription in Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta ,and spent this am¬ 
ount in brushing out the old railway 
tote roads, fixing the mudholes and 
taking the top off some of the grade, 
in addition to making the trestle 
bridges fit for car travel. After com¬ 
pletion of this work a car was put 
over the road, which succeeded in go¬ 
ing from Edmonton to Jasper park 
boundary. Those in the car were R. L. 
Greene, president of the Auto Ass’n, 
C. H. Grant, Elmer Johnston, the man 
who did the road work and F. S. 
Wright, editor of the Nor’ West Miner. 

The result of establishing this 
through connection although very 
rough, had the effect of getting Gov¬ 
ernment action towards improvement 
of the road. 

The Jasper Highway is now a very 
fair tourist road, gravelled for over 
70 miles, and the rest being a No. 1 
dirt road. 

It was due to the energy of the 
people of Edson, Evansburgh, Jasper 
and Edmonton that the Jasper High¬ 
way owes its existence. In addition 
Vegreville, Vermilion and other towns 
east of Edmonton also co-operated in 
every way possible.

Edmonton’s Auto camp compares 
very favorably with any other camp in 
Alberta or the West. Started at 
Borden Park with an open shed for a 
cook stove, a water pipe line laid on 
top of the ground in 1923, it was a 
very unfavorable welcome to tourists 
visiting Edmonton. In 1925, the Ed¬ 
monton Auto and Good Roads Ass’n 
determined that if Edmonton wanted 
tourists, it must provided proper ac¬ 
commodation. At the suggestion of the 
Strathcona Business Men’s Ass’n a 
new site In the South Side park just 
off the Calgary Trail was selected and 
ways and means of financing its con¬ 
struction considered. 

The Strathcona Business Men’s Ass’n 
offered to raise $500 towards the cost 
and the Good Roads Ass’n agreed to 
supplement this with another $500. 
The first building put up consisted of 
a cook house, provided with all neces¬ 
sary cooking utensils, electric light, 


water and sewer. A building bee was 
staged, with material being contribut¬ 
ed at cost by the Manning Lumber Co. 
McKillop Electric Co. and others and 
members of the two associations took 
time off in the evenings to weild ham¬ 
mers and saws in framing the build¬ 
ings. The result of this voluntary ef¬ 
fort culminated in the grand opening 
of the camp by Premier Greenfield, 
who officially declared it open in the 
presence of a motor cavalcade of over 
1100 cars from the City in general. 
The City Council gave a lease on the 
land at a nominal figure of $1.00 per 
annum and also appointed a caretaker 
to look after its operation. From that 
point on the camp has always been 
well patronized, every year seeing 
more tourists taking advantage of its 
conveniences until today it has cabin 
accommodation for hundreds of tour¬ 
ists.

Engineers “Swat” the Geological Survey 


Engineers at Winnipeg in March 
staged a free for all criticism of the 
work of the Geological Survey of 
Canada. The poor old survey got it 
right in the neck from the “three 
buckle men”. Seeing that the survey 
service to the mining industry of Can¬ 
ada has been the means of many com¬ 
panies giving employment to engin¬ 
eers in districts which would other¬ 
wise have not been explored or de¬ 
veloped, the thought must arise that 
the geological service rendered, for 
which the taxpayers of Canada pay, 
is not getting a square deal from the 
Engineers. 

It is admitted that it has its own 
ideas as to operation, and some of 
those may be questioned A most import¬ 
ant one is sometimes the lack of care 
in selecting experienced men for sur¬ 
vey party work. This refers to the 
usual rank and file, which are often 
put to work at the behest of some 
local politician, whose word, as far as 
the surveyor in charged is concerned, 
is law, if he wants to avoid getting in 
“Dutch”. Instances have occurred 
where men have been sent out with 
poor equipment, in addition to some 
members of the party being unused to 
river or bush work. Sometimes this has 
resulted in disaster. 

Speaking from the point of view of 
one well conversant with northern 
mining conditions, it is suggested that 
the work done by Geological parties 
in the new north has been outstanding 


both as regards inteligent information 
of use to prospectors, the ready re¬ 
lease of same long before the final re¬ 
port is possible, the aid and assistance 
given men in the field and many other 
services. 

It is admitted that much informa¬ 
tion concerning individual properties 
is lost from lack of proper filing of 
the same, but is it not a fact that most 
mining companies are loath to take 
the Government or the public into 
their confidence as to results achieved 
and how? 

As far as co-operation between the 
various provinces and the Dominion 
Geological Survey is concerned — in 
most provinces the Dominion survey 
does most of the work, although the 
provinces control their natural resour¬ 
ces. Could not this situation be over¬ 
come by each province contributing 
to the total cost and allowing the ef¬ 
ficient geological survey of Canada to 
tabulate the results? 

If and when the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment insists upon mining companies 
filing data reports ,what a howl will 
go up from our friends the engineers.

S ITE of the new power plant with 4,700 
H.P. capacity which is to serve the Con 
and Ptarmigan Mines at Yellowknife has 
already been chosen, contract let to Ben¬ 
nett and White of Calgary and Edmonton 
and first supplies were taken over the 
Grimshaw road last March and are now 
on the ground. The plant is scheduled for 
completion by October next. 

The waters of the Yellowknife river will 
be dammed at Bluefish or Grayling Lake 
with a rock filled dam 15 feet high and 
500 feet long. This will raise the level of 
the lake and pour water through a rock 
tennel ten by twelve feet in diameter and 
900 feet long.

War Helps Develop Mercury Mines 

Pinchi Lake Scene of Major Development for War Production Purposes 


Ever ahead in the mining industry, 
the Consolidated Mining and Smelt¬ 
ing Co. has already taken steps to get 
into the production of mercury on a 
large scale for war purposes. The 
mine is located at Pinchi Lake, 15 
miles from Fort St. James and is 
stated to be the first Canadian mine 
to produce mercury in significant 
quantities. It will also rank as the 
largest in the Empire. 

A giant rotary kiln is to be installed 
in the 50 ton reduction plant now 
under construction, through which 
the quicksilver is condensed, cleaned 
and shipped in standard 76 pound 
flasks. 

Mercury is an important war metal 
as 39% of the world production is 
used as detonators for explosives. 
Sixty per cent of the world’s supply 
comes from Spain and Italy.

commenced to ship ore. It produced 
14,000,000 lbs. of copper per annum 
with enough gold to pay operation ex¬ 
pense for some twenty or more years. 
Today it is a “City of the Dead”, in 
fact there is no city there at all, it has 
been dismantled. All that is left is a 
hole in the ground. Surely the people 
of Canada are entitled to say — we 
want our share of what comes out of 
the hole over and above wages and 
small taxes? But perhaps should add we 
will also take our share of the cost of 
finding and developing such properties.

Vacationing In The Mountains 


All the delights of a mountain vaca¬ 
tion are described in a new booklet 
issued by the National Parks Bureau 
of the Department of Mines and Re¬ 
sources, Ottawa. This timely publica¬ 
tion portrays the beauties and recrea¬ 
tional opportunities of Banff, Kooten¬ 
ay and Yoho National Parks in the 
Rocky Mountains, and Glacier and 
Mount Revelstoke National Parks in 
the Selkirks. 

Banff, Kootenay, and Yoho Nation¬ 
al Parks adjoin in the form of a clover 
leaf, and are linked by scenic high¬ 
ways which combine to form a pic¬ 
turesque motor loop of more than 250 
miles. Located on the eastern slope of 
the Rockies, Banff has the distinction 
of being Canada’s oldest park reser¬ 
vation, and is famous for its hot sul¬ 
phur springs, resorts, golf course and 
other recreational facilities. Kootenay 
Park is primarily a highway park, es¬ 
tablished to preserve the natural 
beauty along the Banff-Windermere 
Highway, the first motor road built 
across the central Rockies. Its out¬ 
standing scenic features include re¬ 
markable canyons and beautiful val¬ 
leys, as well as the famed Radium Hot 
Springs. Yoho Park is typical of the 
rugged scenery on the west slopes of 
the Rockies, and takes its name from 
an Indian expression meaning wonder 
and delight. Yoho Valley, Takakkawa 
Falls, Emerald Lake, and Lake 
O’Hara are among the attractions in 
this park. 

In the Selkirk Mountains, Glacier 
National Park is impressively differ¬ 
ent in its rugged grandeur. Accessible 
only by rail, Glacier is the most primi¬ 
tive of Canada’s parks, and its im¬ 
mense peaks, ice-fields, glaciers and 
deep canyons delight both mountain¬ 
eers and nature lovers. Mount Revel¬ 
stoke National Park, the western ter¬ 
minus of the new Big Bend Highway, 
is a high plateau on the western slope 
of the Selkirks, where numerous 
forms of wild life abound and alpine 
meadows thrive in colourful profusion 
It lies at an elevation of about 6,500 
feet above sea level, and is reached 
by a spectacular motor highway which 


ascends more than 4,000 feet in a dist¬ 
ance of eighteen miles. 

Travellers come from the world 
over to visit these mountain play¬ 
grounds, where nature sets a magnifi¬ 
cent stage for their enjoyment and 
pleasure. No one can adequately ex¬ 
press the charm of the lakes and 
streams or the majestic splendour of 
the towering peaks and yawning- 
chasms. The mountains yield their 
riches only to those who come and 
live among them, and from their 
beauty and endurance come strength, 
health and restoration of spirit against 
the stress and cares of a restless 
world. 


CANADIAN MINING PROGRESS 

Mining in Canada has made great 
progress during the past twenty years 
the value of production advancing 
from $227,859,665 in 1920 to $473,- 
107,021 in 1939, according to the De¬ 
partment of Mines and Resources, Ot¬ 
tawa. Dividend payments by Canad¬ 
ian mining companies have kept pace 
with the industry’s growth, advancing 
from about $38,000,000 in 1929 to 
$106,441,265 in 1939. The mines of 
Canada employ in excess of 112,000

She has 
also become one of the two principal 
world resources of radium. In addition 
the Dominion is an important source 
of at least fifty other metals and min¬ 
erals, the list including cobalt, selen¬ 
ium, cadmium, coal, petroleum, natu¬ 
ral gas, gypsum, salt, building stones 
and clay products and structural mat¬ 
erials.
